NEW HIGH SPOTS 


In Face 9f Coal Strike Car Loadings Increase; Cotton, 
Grain, Sterling in Spotlight 


NEW YORK, May 3.—<As had 
happened after each preceding day 
last week, the striking movement 
was shown today to have shifted 
from stocks and bonds to other 
markets. This kind of alternation 
is not unusual when trade con- 
ditions and staple prices are in 
process of readjustment. Half a 
dozen stocks advanced twe to 
three points, but once more 
through unmistakable professional 
initiative and in the list as a whole 
there were quite as mary declines 
as advances. Railway shares did 
not move; yet there was some not 
uninteresting news for them in the 
shape of a weekly  car-loading 
statement with an increase of 
7375 cars over the week preceding, 
594 of the increased loadings be- 
ing coal. In the face of the coal 
strike,. this traffic for the hard 
week of April handsomely ex- 
ceeded the same week in 1921 and 
fell only slightly short of 1920 and 
1919. 


The markets on which the day’s 
real interest converged were cot- 
ton, grein and sterling exchange. 
Spot cotton at New York reached 
20 cents a pound; a price not 
touched or exceeded since the five 
weeks ending October 8, during 
which period the Agricultural De- 
partment gave out its unhappy 
6,537,000-bushel estimate of yield, 
subsequently admitted to have 
been 1,800,000 too small. Wheat 
for the May delivery got to 1. o 
per bushel, a price not equal to 
last week's highest, but €% cents 


was probably more interesting to 
the farmer because of his relative- 
ly far larger surplus holdings, the 
price of corn advanced with wheat. 

Perhaps of even broader finan- 
clal interest, sterling exc 
rose to $4.43% at which rate it 
clesed. Its advance of five-eighths 
of a cent over the preceding day 
exactly measures the distance at 
which the rate now falls short of 
the season's highest. Since the 
other European exchanges acain 
failed to rise with sterling it is 
evident that special influences are 
at work on the London rate. Con- 
ceivably the sentimental influence 
of the talk of return to parity is 
in a way at work; for it is not 
mere imaginative guessing when 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
says to Parliament that payment 
of the British government's debt 
to our treasury would cost £90,- 
790,000 less “when exchange is 
restored to par, as I hope.” At all 
events we have learned from the 
last few months and how 
far tangible evidence of intention 
to meet all international obliga- 
tions will go toward improving 
any country’s foreign exchange 
position. If it is England who sets 
the object lesson in May of 1922, 
it was no less the United States in 
September of 1914.

Co-operative Banking to 


Extend Scope of Public 


Service Is Plan of Financier 


The advancement of our banking 
system in the near future will 
probably be along the lines of in- 
terbank co-operation. Just now the 
public is getting a better and wider 
banking service than it ever re- 
ceived before, and at a smaller cost. 
Education and the open-door pol- 
icy has removed most of the mys- 
tery that formerly surrounded 
banking, and the frenzied extension 
of branch offices has brought the 
bank, almost into our front yards. 
However, it now appears that this 
extension of banking service has 
about reached its logical. boun- 
daries, at least as long as the banks 

as individual 
units. 


Nevertheless progress 
through the channels of co-opera- 
tion is still possible, and it is along 
this line that the most interesting 
banking developments of the fu- 
ture may take place. In this con- 
nection A. M. Chaffey, president of 
the California Bank, has worked 
out an idea that may prove inepira- 
tional to those bankers who are 


He suggests that the various lo- 


sociation, which would take over 
the different banking functions 
which the banks 6nd impossible to 
exercise most effectively while op- 
erating as separate entities. . 

The chief function of such a cor- 
porate body would he to take over 
the building loan business for the 
banks, which at present are not 
equipped to handle such loans ef- 
fectively, even when they fall with- 
in the scope permitted by the 
Bank Act, that is; loans below 696 
per cent of the actual valuation of 
the property. Nevertheless, there 
is a steady and insistent demand 
for such loans coming from the 
vast army of wage earners secking 
to own homes, and it cannot be 
taken care of with the present fa- 
cilities. In its guise of a great 
building and loan association fos- 
tered by all the banks the co-op- 
erative association could be made 
self-supporting and at the same 
time it would tender an invaluable 
service to the public.

One Sufferer Fortified 
With Nine Hundred Flasks 
Moonshine, Officers Say 


One of the worat cases of rheu- 
matism in the history of medicine 
has been brought to fhe attention 
of Federal officials In Los Angeles.

The three years’ conven- 
tion between this country and America 
lapses on May 15 next, from which date 
interest on the debt to the United States 
begina to actrue, so that in October, 
1922, the British government will pay 
interest for six months.

When the united offensive was made by 
the Alltes in 1918 to force the war to an 
early issue the American government loaned | 
about $4,275,000,000 to Great Britain. Great 
Britain, in turn, loaned about $5,000,000,000 
fo the other Allies. All the money was used 
to purchase military supplies and necessi- 
ties for the Allied peoples. The argument 
uged by the Wilson administration in favor 
of the loan was that it was necessary to 
shorten the length of the war and that the 
actual cost to our people would be that much 
less. 

It was not generally known in this coun- 
try, however, that there was a private un- 
derstanding concerning the time when in- 


been wont to regard the British government 
as defaulting. Knowing the economic chaos 
in which it was engulfed, however, there 
was no disposition on the part of the Amet- 
ican people to play the part of a Shylock. 

Now comes the information concerning 
ah agreement, which Was not exactly an 
open covenant openly arrived at, by which 
interest payments were waived by our gov- 
ernment for a period of three years. Pro- 
vision has been made in the British budget 
for making the first interest payment in 
October. Perhaps an inquiry made by some 
Congressman will lead to a statement by 
the present administration concerning this 
secret understanding. 

A misunderstanding seems to have arieen 
between Great Britain and France concern: | 
ing interest on the British loan to the 
French. The Echo de Paris asserted edi- 


in the “Hythe conversations” that France 
should repay Great Britain in thirty years 
without interest ali debts incurred during 
the war. This is disputed in British finan- 
cial circles, the British claiming that inter- 
est payments were only suspended for three 
years, conforming to the agreement with 
the American government.

The mere 
fact that you both have money enough to 
own cars and the fact that the State has 
your name and number and might know 
how to help you find a stolen car or be able 
to find you in case of a cheerful lapse into 
the fond habit of manslaughter does not in- 
crease your capacity nor bring you any 
sense of responsibility. Also a certain 
amount of nice consideration for others, in 
case you do know the rudiments of driving, 
would not be amiss and might often avert 
disaster.

In all seriousness there does not seem

PHANTOM TREATY 

While statesmen and near-statesmen 
are unburdening their minds concerning the 
future of the four-power agreement and the 
commercial treaty between Russia and Ger- 
many, there is one pact that seems to have 
been lost in the shuffle. What has become 
of the Franco-British Alliance that was ne- 
gotiated at Cannes and Paris between the 
British and French governments last March? 
We recall that both Lioyd George and 
Pofhcare permitted themselves to be inter- 
viewed about it; that each said the terms 
were satisfactory and that it would be for- 
mally ratified before the meeting of the eco- 
nomic conference at Genoa. Lioyd George 
even stated the approximate date for affix- 

ing the signatures. ‘ 
But that pact seems to have disappeared 
from the deck. One wonders whether it 
slipped under the table or whether the as.

ure the true value of the thing won, or the 
cost. But Poincare has always played with 
all the cards on the table. His favorite 
weapon is the battle ax, not the rapier; and 
the French republic has. formerly had al- 
most as great a distaste for secrét treaties 
as our own. Moreover, the setret treaty 
would not be binding upon the Frenth Cham- 
ber of Deputies, which is as independent 
of the executive branch of the French gov- 
ernment as is our Congress of the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet. 

The fact that this alliance was suddenly 
and unceremoniously abandoned seems to 
indicate that the British and French gov- 
ernments are farther apart than they were 
before the World War. Lioyd George has 
taken a friendly attitude toward soviet Rus- 
s& while Poincare is making common cause 
with the Central Buropean group, which in- 
cludes Czecho-Slovakia, Poland and some 
of the other new European republics. 

A conflict of interests seems to be sepa- 
rating the late Allies, which is something 
not wholly to be deplored. It is an indica- 
tion that, despite hostile appearances, the 
animosities awakened by the War are dis- 
appearing and .that new alliances will be 
possible between victor and vanquished. 
England and France were united in princt- 
ple to fight military despotism. That men- 
ace has been conjured away and, in the 
commercial and industrial field, England 
and France are competitors. 

When the announcement was made that 
a separate alliance had been formed. be- 
tweeh Great Britain and France, outside 
the League of Nations, The Times ex- 
pressed regret that such action should have 
been deemed necessary. We then said 
that the fewer of these individual alliances 
there are in Europe the fewer will be the 
potential causes for future wars. For alli- 
ances five birth to counter alliances, and 
balances of power are seldom trustworthy. 

We trust that a common understanding 
may be reached at Genoa, despite alarmist 
reports, which will make individual alli- 
ances among European powers unnecessary. 
'Hngland and France should be closely 
enough allied by the blood of mutual sac- 
rifice to make a formal written alliance un- 
necessary.
